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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicant presents numerous new arguments after final rejection that require further consideration. However, it is maintained that the 
rejection is fundamentally correct because the two references are from the same or analogous field of endeavor as relating to natural 
language search and retrieval, and that a formal motivation is presented for the combination: to improve the accuracy of keyword-based 
natural language document searching. There is nothing that requires an obviousness rejection to provide one reference as a primary 
reference and another reference as a secondary reference, as the references may simply present complementary teachings. Applicant has 
not identified any feature of the claims that is not disclosed by either of the two references, and it is maintained that the final rejection shows 
how all the features of the claims are disclosed by the two prior art references. Basically, Crespo et al. ('1 79) discloses natural language 
search and retrieval for speech recognition, specifically, and Braden-Harder et al. ('822) teaches how to improve natural language search 
and retrieval, generally.
